Civ- 
ilization is, an  inheritance,  pure  and 
simple,  not  caused  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree by  heredity.  Civilization  haa  pro- 
gressed, but  man  haa  stood  still  and 
probably  Will  always  remain  the  same.
